Such expressions fool 
no one, not even the assessor. 


A full and complete abstract must 


show that suitable revetnuo stamp 
was affixed to each deed executed 
during the periods covered by U. S. 
requirements, to be determined by 
thcvaJue of the interest convoyed. W 
no stamp is shown trouble is liablo to 
arise because the Examiner in all 
probability will not approve of tho 
title until it is shown by affidavit 
that the conditions were such that 
one or more 50-cent stamps were not 
required. 


Sometimes it may become neces- 


sary to offer tho deed or its record in 
court as evidence of title. Objection 
being made because no stamp ap- 
pears, more trouble arises, 


Hence, it seems to mo clear that 


grantees should insist on the reason- 
able use of the revenue stamp by 
grantors before accepting a deed and 
Register of Deeds shoul-d exercise 
vigilence in the same direction before 
recording a deod. Less than one per 
cent of deeds recorded in this state 
convey an interest of loss value than 
$100,

NEW DRAFT BILL IJ"PASSED 


Men Becoming of Age Since June 5 


Will 
Register Under Selective 
Army Service Act. 


Washington, April 1.—The resolu- 


tion amending the selective draft act 
by requiring registration 
of youths 


reaching twenty-one years since June 
5 1917 nnd estimated to add <00,000 
more men to the roll of eligibles, was 
adopted by the senate. 
It now goes 


to the house. 
Senator New's amendment providing 


for compulsory universal military train- 
ing of men between nineteen and twen- 
ty-one years, but deferring their mili- 
tary service until after majority, was 
rejected by the senate, 36 to.26. 


As adopted, the resolution provides 


that nil male citizens of the United 
States residing in this country, at- 
taining their majority since June 5 
last, shall be subject to registration 
under regulations prescribed by the 
president; shall present themselves for 
registration on a day proclaimed by 
the president, and thereafter shall be 
liable to military service.

the enemy.

ber of i mi' military leaders are Inclined 
to support the ideas of the foreign mil- 
itary men, for it is one of the tradi- 
tions ol" the service that information 
to the public Is unnecessary and mere- 
ly caters to a curiosity of the; people 
aVid might lend to some disaster 
cause the information might be 
able to the enemy. 


All these things must be adjusted 


and it i.s probable that the American 
people, anxious for the success ol' our 
troops in the fluid, will accommodate 
themselves to the regulations which 
military authorities believe necessary. 


As an evidence that a man in a high 


position is playing no favorites, a story 
was told in the house recently by Con- 
gressman Gurrett of Tennessee, about 
an interview he had with Maj. Gen. 
Henry I'. McCain, adjutant general oC 
the army. Gurrett went to see McCain 
about getting Information concerning 
the son of a lady he knew, and who 
was a second lieutenant in the reserve 
army In France. After listening to 
the "story, General McCain said: 


"I am in a position to sympathize 


deeply with this lady. I myself, have 
a son. a captain in the artillery, in 
li'rnnce, from whom I have not heard 
since last December, and an effort to 
locate him by cable has failed." 


Tlil-s was brought out in a discussion 


concerning the failure oC mail to reach 
the soldiers in France. It developed 
that there Is a very serious condition 
and also that mail like everything else 
thut is sent to France, is subject to 
delay owing to the inadequate faclli- 
tl es. 


There is the possibility of another 


newspaper man becoming a member 
of the senate In the next congress 
In a letter which Senator Gore of Okla- 
homa had read In the senate, n state- 
ment was made by a Kansas man that 
Arthur Capper, now governor of Kan- 
sas, would be elected to the senate this 
fall. Capper is the editor and pro- 
prietor of the Topeka Capital, and 
was better known for many years as 
a newspaper' man than as a politician 
but lately he hus developed 
verv strong man in his state.

Some- 
limes when tlio hitler has not: been possible;, pub- 
lic-spirited people Imve placed suitable accommo- 
dations at ihelr dlsposiil. 
In some cases, too, the 


hours of Irniuing have been arranged to permit 
sludouts lo take the course and live tit their own 
homes. 


Miss Clara Noyos, one of (he most distinguished 


women of her profession In the United States, re- 
cently superintendent of the training school for 
nurses in connection with Bellevue and its allied 
hospitals in New- York, and at present director of 
(he bureau of Held nursing of llie Hed Cross, has 
been act Ing us Hold agent for this bureau for some 
weeks, addressing mass meetings in a number of 
cilies, yi'glng (be re'cniiting of! nurses.

arduous, d l f l l c u l t and heavily increased tasks with 
enthusiasm, as a patriotic duty, she reported. Also,

The young probationer, jnst starting out on her 


hospital course, ihuls one of her greatest .satisfac- 
tions In the knowledge that she, too, is serving tlie 
colors from ihe very Mr.st day of her training, which 
she does very 11 lentilly by aiding in (he care of: the 
civilian sick and (lips helping diroctJy in the pres- 
ent emergency. And another of (he satisfactions 
of her work Is that immediately upon the comple- 
tion of her course, sho enters.upon the f u l l respon- 
sibilities and opportunities for usefulness of the 
graduate nurse. 


Miss Delano pointed out further the wide scope 


of activities open to the trained nurse, and the fact 
that affer the war, when all the world will be look- 
ing to a new foundation of public health and wel- 
fare, women of superior ability will be needed in 
greater numbers (ban ever before in hospitals and 
schools of nursing as superintendents and super- 
visors, instructors and lecturers. 


Tho profession of nursing, Miss Delano empha- 


sixecl, is not alone the rtii'o of the sick in-hospitals 
and homos.. It: Is Ihc care of babies and prenatal 
Instruction of mothers; supervision of the health 
of schoolchildren; instruction unr] care of tuber- 
culosis patients; nursing and welfare work in iu- 
diisirial plants; menial hygiene work, and hospital 
soci'aJ service; and it 'enters into almost every 
branch of Ihe social service structure-.

Smaller schools for nurses have been 
placed on ibe accredited list, and applicants are 
judged on Ihelr merits. 


The American Ked -Cross has no schools for 


mirses, nor does !(: give or authorise any short 
course which qualifies one as a (rained nurse. 
Short courses which It does give in "Elementary 
Hygiene arid Home Care of (he Sick" and "Homo 
Diddles" are not equivalent to liospltal training. 
.But satisfactory completion of Ihe first course is 
(he first slop In becoming a Ked Cross Volunteer 
Nurses' Aid, (he term which is applied to those 
women who, having met deiinlte requirements of 
the Ked Cross, are available for such service us 
they have voluntarily pledged themselves to give. 


If It becomes necessary to rely on the assistance 


of volunteers to Hid in tlie care of sick and wound- 
ed soldiers and sailors, they will be selected from 
among those who have had (his instruction. The 
women so selected will be given an opportunity for 
practical experience of one, nionlh of eight hours 
daily in approved hospitals. No guarantee of se-

"We found,'in attempting to enforce 
rules of health in the 
Philippines, 


that the native resented it. The Fili- 
pino was accustomed, thru his news- 
papers and his orators, to inquire 
what wo meant by the liberties of 
•Vmerlca and by the freedom that 
American government was supposed 
to secure. When-we laid down rules 
with respect to quarantine and with 
respect to a great many things in the 
consumption of water and food that 
they had not been used to, they said 
that we did not seem to know what 
the first principles of liberty were. 
And it is true that as our society 
throws more complex, as the popula- 
tion becomes more concentrated,- each 
man has less of space in which to 
move about, less of space in which to 
swing Indian clubs without hitting 
somebody, and ho is bound to con- 
form to the rules which are essentail 
to the health of all. And, therefore, 
the laws on th.is subject/ though they 
limit personal liberty in that sense, 
are essential to the progress of the 
entire community."

ids circular No. 102, calling attention 
Lo the fact that the tall Barberry 
^propagates wheat rust, and ask that 
this dangerous plant be pulled up and 
destroyed. 
There are two kinds of Barberry. 


The dangerous Barberry is 
a 
tall 


shrub growing from three to ten feet 
high, and can alweys be told as tho 
spines are usually in threes and tin 
berries hang ]n clusters. The harm- 
less kind is a low, much-branched 
shrub from two to four feet in height 
the branches bearing one spine in a 
place and the rows of red "berries 
hang single or in twos.

whole wheat, cracked corn and other 
gruliis—usually in about eight weeks 
—tho small-sized chick feed can be 
eliminated. In addition to the above 
feeds the chit-lions' growth can he 


skim milk, or buttermilk to .drink,

Heat for Brood Chicks. 


Tho best temperature at which tOj- 


keep a brooder or hover depends upon 
the position of the thermometer, the 
style of the hover, the age of the 
chickens and the weather conditions. 
Aim to keep the chickens comfortable. 
As the operator learns by the actions 
of the chickens tin? amount of heat 
they require, he can discard the ther- 
mometer if he desires. When too cold 
the chicks will crowd together -and 
try to get nearer the heat. 


It Is not possible to say for each | 


caso at what temperature the brooder 
should 
be 
kept 
to 
raise

chickens, -lint it will run from 90 to 
100 degrees in some cases, as some 
broods of chickens seem to require 
more heat than others. Average tem- 
peratures approximate 93 to 95 de- 
grees for the first, week or ten days, 
when the temperature is gradually re- 
duced to 85 degrees for the following 
ton days, and then lowered to 70 or 75 
degrees .for as long as the chickens 
need heat. This depends somewhat on 
the season of the year and the num- 
ber of (he chickens, as it can be read-

That we can use potato with flour 


is not surprising, for the food sub- 
stance potato supplies most abundant- 
ly is starch, and it is largely because 
of the starch they contain that the 
world uses cereal grains as bread- 
stuffs. 
It will very often be found, 


with a little experimenting, that one- 
third to one-half of the flour in some 
favorite recipe can be replaced with 
mashed potato. 


If potato is used for bread making 


allowance must be made for the large 
amount of water in it and less addi- 
tional liquid -used for this reason.

The country hns shoNvn a determination that its 


soldiers ami sailors shall have proper care, de- 
clares Miss .'Ijine A. JDelano, director of the depart- 
ment of nursing of Ihe American Red .Gross. Miss 
Lh.'iano 1ms been responsible for the organization 
of the great war nursing service of the lief] Cross. 


"The calls made upon the Jletl Cross nursing 


service by the government have been met tip to 
this time," said Miss Delano, 
in discussing the 


growing need of nurses. "The gravity of the situa- 
tion lies in tho problem immediately confronting 
the country. It is inconceivable that our boys and 
men, 
who are offering all they have tor us, .should 


not luive Hie best care that the utmost skill and 
devotion can give them. 
Nurses huve responded 


splendidly to military service, sis spoti.as they have 
realized the'enormity of the needs. 


"The. 
nursing profession will not fail. 
But the 


fact that must be brought home to everyone is that 
every nurse released for military ciuty leaves u 
vacancy in civilian life. 
Ann this, too, nt a time 


when there is an im.'rcased amount of sickness and 
distress brought about' by llie very war conditions 
which, decrease, the number of nurses in civilian 
hospitals. 
. "By a recent estimate of the surgeon general's 
odice. not far from M0,0i>0 nursiis may be needed, 
if the war continues, for our army alone, and the 
allies...are depending 'on us to supplement their 
own nursing service. There are between 80,000 
and 90,000 nurses registered In the United States. 
Approximately 17,000 of this number are already 
enrolled Ked Cross nurses. This enrollment is the 
reserve of the United States army nurse corps and 
navy nurse corps, and from it nurses are also sup- 
plied to this United States public health service as 
required. 


"Since the declaration of war'the department of 


nersinfj has selected and equipped for service with 
the army nurse corps 4.^04 nurses, and with the 
navy nurse corps 570. 
It is maintaining several 


hundred more directly under the' Hed Cross, in- 
cluding S!) nurses in Franco. 12 in Roumania, three 
til Greece and one in Serbia, and 50 Red Cross pub- 
lic hetillili nurses on duty in the sanitary zones sur- 
rounding the cantonments. 
There are also over 


2,000 -nurses organized into units tinil practically 
ready for mobilisation. 


"Though the enrollment of nurses with the Red 


Cross averages 1,000 a mouth, not even this num- 
ber will meet the constantly increasing ueeds of 
the government," continued Miss Delano. "So far, 
by careful adjustment these demands, .have been 
niet without seriously disorganizing the home con- 
ditions. 
But from now on every possible effort 


will luive to lie made by the general public, as well 
ns by the nursing profession mid nurses' training 
schools to meet wisely and effectively the crisis 
that is created by the rapidly decreasing number 
oC nurses In civilian hospitals.1' 
• 
. 
, 


When asUed how the general public could con- 


tributd to bring this about. Miss Delano outlined 
several plans of co-operation. 
. 


"Tlhe general public," she said, "can co-operate 


in such vital matters as releasing more private 
duty nurses for military duly. -It can do this defi- 
nitely nntl immediately by utilizing luispital facili- 
ties,'visiting nurses, and similar agencies where 
one irnrse can care for several patients; by fam- 
ilies learning to care for minor illnesses in their 
own homes, and by preparing by whatever tneans • 
are afforded In their communities to assist In all 
matters pertaining to public .health, 
. 


"A striking' example of how the women of. the 


country have already begun to take hold of :th'e: 
situation is the fact that over 50.000 woijieu have 
satisfactorily completed the Red Cross, courses of 
1") lessons each iu 'Elementary Hygiene and Home 
Care for the Sick' and 'Home Dietetics;', which 
were established for the purpose of aiding'.women 
to care for the sick in their own homes. Several 
gron'ps of. mt'ti. about to move, into isolated dis- 
tricts, have also taken these courses. 
: , '.. . 


••Then," continued Miss Delano, "public interest 


is needed in recruiting the nursing profession. The 
country through the surgeon general, through the 
Hed Cross, through the council of national defense. 


s not just of this year and the 
the next, but for ma ny years to 


through 
training schools 
everywhere, has ex- 


pressed ifs need of more nurses. Capable and edu- 
cated young women can perform no more patriotic 
service than by entering training schools for nurses 
and thus preparing to adopt nursing as a profes- 
sion. Tins crisis 
next and perhaps 
come. The sick n id wounded may before long be 
crowding our civilian as well as our base hospitals. 
We shall be confronted by serious health prob- 
lems for many years as an aftermath of the war." 


'Since the entrance of the United States into the 


war the number of pupil nurses entering training 
schools for nurses has increased '20 per cent over 


- the year before. Very generally, Miss Delano said, 


superintendents and'directors of training schools 
throughout the country have, with great resource- 
fulness and energy, arranged for the training nnd 
housing of an increased'number of students. Some- 
times when the latter has not been possible, pub- 
lic-spirited people have placed suitable accommo- 
dations at. their disposal. Tn some cases, too, the 
hours of training have been arranged .to permit 
students to take the course and live at their own 
homes. 


Miss Clara Noyes, one of the most distinguished 


women of her profession in the United States, re- 
cently superintendent of the training school for 
nurses in connection with Bellevue and its allied 
hospitals in New York, and at .present director of 
the bureau of field nursing of the Red Cross, has 
been acting as field agent for this bureau for some 
weeks, addressing mass meetings in a number of 
cities, urging the re'cruiting of nurses. 


Hospitals and training schools are undertaking 


arduous, difficult and heavily increased tasks with 
enthusiasm, as a patriotic duty, she reported. Also, 
they have given and are giving in many instances 
the'most valued members of their stalls of nurses 
for military service, in the same spirit of sacrifice 
that lias made the individual nurse give up all con- 
sideration of personal comfort or advantage, to 
face stern duties abroad; and the woman who 
would eagerly have gone on foreign duty stands 
by her post when most needed ru home, wit.h the 


. steadfast purpose of serving the colors with all her 
" ability wherever she might be assigned. 


The young probationer, just starting out on her 


'hosplta'l course, finds one of her greatest satisfac- 
tions iu the knowledge that she, too, is serving the 
colors from the very first day of her training, which 
she does very literally by. aiding in the.care of the 
civilian sick and thus helping directly in the pres- 
ent emergency. And another of the satisfactions 
of her work is that immediately'upon the comple- 
tion of her course she enters^upon the full respon- 
sibilities, and opportunities for usefulness of the 
graduate nurse. 


Miss Delano pointed out further the wide scope 


of-activities open to the trained-nurse, and the fact 
that after the war, when ail the world will be look- 
ing 1:0 a new foundation of public health and wel- 
fare! women of superior ability will be needed in 
greater iimubers'thnn ever before in hospitals and 
schools of nursing as superintendents and super- 
visors, instructors and lecturers. 


:The profession of nursing, Miss Delano empha- 


sized, is not alone the-chire of the sick in-hospitals 
and. 
homes.. It is the care of. babies and prenatal 


instruction of mothers; supervision of the health 
of schoolchildren ; instruction and care of tuber- 
culosis patients; nursiug and welfare work in in- 
dustrial plants; mental hygiene work, and hospital 
social service.;, and It-enters into almost every 
branch of the social service structure. 


Bulletins dealing in the most concrete way with 


' nil-the questions likely to be asked by young wom- 
•eii considering the" jnui-se's training, have been is- 
sued bj- the committee on nursing of the council of 


national defense, and may be had on application 
to the committee on nursing, council of national 
defense. Washington, D. C. 


In the great majority of schools the pupil nurse 


i<! at. no expense for tuition, board, room, laundry 
or uniform. 
The regularity and interest of the 


life are strengthening physically and menially. 
Salaries after graduation compare favorably with 
salaries of other professional women, and unlim- 
ited opportunities are waiting for the nurse at the 
completion of her course. 


"Tin- training offers rich compensations for Its 


exacting work," said Miss Delano, "for the capable 
trained unrse has gained along with knowledge of. 
suffering'and tragedy, the broad outlook of ono 
who has learned to think in terms of humanity; 
and Ihe realization that her work. Is helping to 
make the world a happier and a belter place." 


What It means lo he a Ked Cross nurse Is a 


question that is asked repeatedly at all chapter 
headquarters. 
To be a, "Red Cross nurse" is to 


have met the standards of enrollment of the Red 
Cross, and to be subject to such calls of duty 
from the Red Cross as are specified In the en- 
rollment. 
Red Cross nurses receive no compen- 


sation' except when on active duty. When called 
on for service with the United States army or 
navy nurse corps, they receive the pay and main- 
tenance provided by law for these corps, and are 
entitled to the same war-risk insurance as otlicers 
nnd enlisted men. All Ited Cross nurses assigned 
to duty in military or naval hospitals automatically 
become members of the Army and Navy Nurse 
corps, anil after their assignment to duty are no 
longer under the supervision or direction of the 
Red Cross. 
In order to meet the Increasing demands of the 


Army .and Navy Nurse corps, the Red Cross has 
modi'lied its former requirements for enrollment. 
The fige limit has been lowered to twenty-one 
years, and in special cases nurses over forty may 
be accepted. Smaller schools for nurses have been 
placed on the accredited list, and applicants are 
judged on their merits. 


The American Red -Cross has no schools for 


nurses, nor does it give or authorize any short 
course which qualifies one as a trained nurse. 
Short courses which it does give in "Elementary 
Hygiene and Home Care of Ihe Sick" and "Home 
Dietetics" are not equivalent to hospital training. 
But satisfactory completion of the first course is 
the first step In becoming a Red Cross Volunteer 
Nurses' Aid, the term which is applied to those 
women who, having met delinite requirements of 
the Ited Cross, are available for such service as 
they have voluntarily pledged themselves to give. 


If it becomes necessary to rely on the assistance 


of volunteers to aid in the care of sick and wound- 
ed soldiers and sailors, they will be selected from 
among those who have had this instruction. The 
women so selected will b« given an opportunity for 
practical experience of one month of eight hours 
daily in approved hospitals. 
No guarantee of se- 


lection for service Is given by the Red Cross, but 
it urges upon the women of the country the prac- 
tical value of these courses to home and com- 
munity. ' 
"Every day, at the headquarters of the Red 


Cross in Washington, nurses are being mobilized 
for duty at home or abroad," said Miss Delano. 
"A (.-all may come in the morning for a group of 
nurses for service with the British expeditionary 
forces, in the afternoon for another group spe- 
cially skilled in contagious work fora cantonment 
hospital at home, or for public health nurses need- 
ed In the sanitary zones surrounding the canton- 
ments. Sometimes they go in units of a hundred 
or more, sometimes in smaller companies and 
sometimes alone; prepared for any hardship, or 
any service, with the bronze letters 'U. S.' on the 
collars of those serving tinder the government ia 
the Army and Navy Nurse .corps, the Red Cross in- 
signia marking the uniform of those' serving di- 
rectly under the', Red Cross—small emblems nf 
high service."
